drag: Dialmuch as Jnfomation hath been giben toUs fromrveral parts 
oc the Kingdom, That thoſe who ſeparate themſelves from the 
WA eltavliſthed Wozlhip, do meet in greater numbers then fozmerly, 
to ſuch adegree as may endanger the publick Peace; with which 
aus cannot but take notice allo, how far Pur known and ſtill 
S= avowed caſineſs to indulge tender Couſciences, is abuſed thereby: 
Wuherekoꝛe by the advice of Pur Pzivy Council, We have thought 
WNW tit to iſſue this Pur Pꝛoclamation, ſtraitly Charging and Com⸗ 
manding all Our Juſtices of the Peace within the limits of their ſeveral Jurisdici- 
ons, where they Wall find any ſuch Mtetings to ve held, That they put the Laws 
in execution foz Suppteſſion thereof, and partitularlp pꝛoceed againſt che Pꝛeachers, 


accoꝛding to the Statute made in the Seventeenth year of Our Reign, Entituled, An 
AR for Reſtraining Non · Conformiſts from inhabiting in Corparations.

ainſt acco2ding to Law. Andif any Uintner, keeper of common D2dinaries, Gaming-houſes, keeper of Lodgings, Chamberlains 
— — and — of common Hoſtleries fall be carelels oꝛ negligent herein, Pur Will and Pleaſure is, That they hall — 
againſt and punithed thertfoze, lo far fozth as by due tourſe of Law they may. And koꝛ the encouragement of ſuch as ſhall appꝛehend the 
offenders above named, 02 any of them, We are graciouſly pleaſed, and do hereby declare, That ſuch perſon oz perſons who ſhall at any time 
bekoꝛe the Twentieth day of June now nert enſuing, appꝛehend any of the perſons above named, oꝛ cauſe them oꝛ any of them to be appꝛehend⸗ 
ed and bꝛought into cuſtody, and ſhallpzoſecute the ſaid perſons, oz auy of them, to a conviction foz their ſeverat offences, ſhall within fifteen: 
days after ſuch conviction, have a reward of Twenty pounds foz every of the laid offenders ſo appꝛehended and convicted as afozeſaid. And ik 
any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall within the time afozeſaid appꝛehend, oꝛ caule to be appꝛehended and bꝛought into cuſtody any other notoꝛious Rob- 
der, Burglar, oꝛ Murderer, Nobbers, Burglars, oꝛ urderers not herein befoꝛenamed, and (al pꝛolecute him oꝛ them to conviction, hall within 
Fifteen days after ſuch conviction, hate a reward of Ten pounds foz every luch offender ſo appꝛehended and convicted: And all and every She- 
riff and Sheriffs of the reſpective Counties and Sheriffwicks where luch conviction Nall be had, are hereby required upon the Cerfificate of the 
Judge, oꝛ under the hands of two oꝛ moꝛe Juſtices of the Peace befoꝛe whom ſuch perſon oz perſons ſhall ve bꝛought and convicted, to pay 
unto the perſon oz perlons who (hall appꝛehend all oꝛ any of the offenders above named, oꝛ any other as afozeſaid, oz upon whoſe appꝛehen⸗ 
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auto of them ſhall reſozt, do immediately appzehend, oꝛ caule them to be appꝛehended and carried to ſome Juſtice of Peace, to be — © Ut | 
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lion they oꝛ any ok them ſhall be convicted, the reward herein bekoze mentioned, within the time afozeſaid, koꝛ each and every offender lo ay=:- 
— and convicted as akoꝛelaid, out of the publick moneys received by him in that County where ſuch perſon oz perſons Mall be convicted. , 


Which hall be allowed unto him upon his Account in the Exchequer, foz the allowance whereof, this Pzoclamation ſhall be a ſufficient / 


Warrant. And fo2 the better diſcovery of theſe and other offenders in this kinde, We are pleaſed further to Require and Command all and 


every perſon and perſons who keep hozſes at Livery, 02 let hoꝛles out to hire in any part of the Cities of London oꝛ Weſtminſter, Boꝛough ot 
Fas her oꝛ Counties of Middleſex 02 Surrey, fozthwith to give a juſt accompt to the two next Juſtices of Peace, of all ſuch hoſes — 02 


they lo keep at Livery, 02 let out to hire, and who are the owners thereof, with the place of his oꝛ their uſual avode-; foz which purpoſe Pur 


Plealure is, That the Puſtices of Peace of the reſpective Cities and Counties afozeſaid, oz ſome of them, do foꝛthwith meet together and lend 


> Poſtiers and others concerned, to give an accompt accoꝛding to this Pur Royal Commandment in that behalf. And fozalmuch: as ma⸗ 
—— keep hozſes in their ſtables pꝛivately, foꝛ the furniſhing of others that commit theſe great offences, We therefo2e have thought fic: 
to publich and declare, That ik any perſon ſhall furniſh another with hoꝛles, who lhall commit any of the offences afozeſaid, he oꝛ they fo kur⸗ 
niching the lame, ſhall be pzoceeded againſt andpuniſhed accozding to the utmoſt ſeverity of Law, And laſtly, We do hereby Charge and 
Command all Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Juſtices of the Peace, Wayozs, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, and other Officers and perſons 
whatſoever, to take notice of this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, and give due obedi:tice thereunto, and allo to be aiding and aſſiſting in all things 
tending to the eretution thereof, as they tender Our pleaſure, and upon pain of being pꝛoceeded againſt as contemners'of Our Royal Auth⸗ 
rity, in a matter ok lo great concern to the Publick, accoꝛding to the ſtricteſt Kulss of Juſtice;
